JAPAN NOT HOSTILE 


We hear so much about the unfriendly attitude of Japan 


towards the United States that it is refreshing once in a while 
to learn that there is another side to the story. 


Dr. Rufus W. Miller, secretary of the publication 
and 


Sunday school board of the Reformed church,<spoke in Christ 
Reformed church Sunday on the work of the 
eighth world 


Sunday school convention held last fall in Tokyo, Japan and 
in the course of his remarks he took occasion to refer to the 
relations existing between the two nations. 


Dr. Miller said that, judging from 
the 
expressions of 


prominent Japanese, American business men in Japan 
and 


missionaries, and also from the sentiments voiced in the Jap- 
anese press, it is the desire of the majority of the Japanese to 
maintain friendly and close relations with the United States. 
Indeed, they look upon this country as their best friend. 
The 


ascendancy of the loberal Democratic party to power and in- 
fluence, in opposition to the military party, is an indication of 
the spread of this sentiment. 


In other words, the situation in Japan is similar to that 


existing in this country. 
There are some persons who are 


continually talking war in the United States, but the masses 
are thinking only of preserving peaceful relations with the 
Sunflower kingdom. In Japan the militarists would eneoirr- 
age war, but the rank and file 'of the people desire nothing^ 
so much as peace. 
As long as this condition prevails there 


is not likely to be any serious differences arise that diplomacy 
cannot adjust.
